The main opposition last session was 
to the provision granting large benefits 
to fast passenger steamers; to a speed 
basis, instead of a tonnage basis, for 
the bestowal of the subsidy, and the 
admission to American registry of for- 
eign-bullt ships under certain restric- 
tions. The two last objections have 
been removed by the omission of for- 
eign-built ships from the benefits of 
the subsidy and the adoption of the 
tonnage basis. The first objection is 
still a subject of discussion. 

The new bill provides a mail subsidy 
for fast passenger ships which will 
give them more income than they earn 
under the existing law. Western ob- 
jectors are now trying to figure out the 
full effect of this provision, and whether 
it, in fact, is materially different in its 
probable results from the original. Upon 
the showing on this point made in the 
report on the bill will depend, in a 
large measure, the favor of the opposi- 


‘tion group of Republicans who opposed 


the bill last session. Many members of 
the House, not thoroughly familiar with 
the bill, regard it as of a technica} 
character, and some of them will de- 
mand a very full explanaion of the 
practical working of the subsidy prop- 
osition.

Better than a mere property quali- 
fication, it would seem, would be an 
educational qualification. The exclu- 
sion of illiterates from the privileges 
of the franchise is logical and defensi- 
ble from almost every point of view. 
A man who is not a taxpayer may be 
a man of intelligence, and qualified to 
bave a voice in the conduct of govern- 
ment. But a man who is illiterate— 
who can neither read nor write—is 
but poorly equipped to exercise the 
highest privilege of citizenship. 

Not every can qualify himself 
for voting whefe the law prescribes a 
property qualification, for not every 
man can make certain of accumulating 
enough property to become a_ tax- 
payer; but every man not an imbecile 
nor a lunatic may ecquire the ability 
to read and write, by diligent applica- 
tion. Those who have not the capac- 
ity nor the power of application for so 
qualifying themselves cannot with 
much reason complain if they are not 
allowed to vote. 

An educational test would tend to
